Girls are outperforming boys at school — Why?

By Adam Groff 
ecently, 48 Andover 
Re School Students 
were inducted into the 
National Honor Society. Thir- 
ty-seven of them were girls. 

Of the 33 existing members 
at the time, 20 were girls. 

Of the Andover High stu- 
dents who achieved honors or 
high honors for the first term 
this fall, 576 were girls and 482 
were boys. In the high-honors 


category alone, the margin 
was wider. Girls attaining 
high honors outnumbered 
boys in all grades by an aver- 
age ratio of about three to two. 

What accounts for this dis- 
crepancy? It’s certainly not 
because there afe more girls 
than boys at the school. Cur- 
rently, there are 800 girls at 
AHS and 825 boys. 

The Townsman asked a 
number of administrators, 


teachers and students what 
they thought about these num- 
bers. Many were not sur- 
prised. 

Principal Peter Anderson, 
who is in his first year at AHS, 
said that he remembered a 
greater number of girls in the 
NHS at his previous post in

Task force deems them solution to traffic problem, along with I-93 
Benches, trees, lights, sidewalks propose 


By Rebecca Piro 

Ballardvale Task Force members 
hope that the Ballardvale Village 
Improvement Plan, almost three- 
quarters of the way completed, will 
slow the high speeds of traffic rush- 
ing though the village’s small streets. 
But the solution to reducing Ballard- 
vale’s traffic volume may lie in the 
potential construction of a ramp to 
Interstate 93, says one town official. 

The creation of the master plan 
began when 1999 Town Meeting 
granted $40,000 to residents for a traf- 
fic-improvement study, says task 
force member Chris Huntress. 

Commuter traffic had risen to a 
dangerous level on Ballardvale’s 
small, historic streets with the expan- 
sion of Genetics Institute on Burtt 
Road, he says. 

“We get much more traffic than 
was ever intended for these streets,” 
says Huntress. “We've got very con- 
gested traffic, and we've also got very 
dangerous speed levels.” 

Ballardvale residents do not want 
to use typical traffic calming devices, 
such as widening the roads or adding 
traffic signals, which they believe 
would detract from the area, says 
Huntress. _ Instead, 
the task force and 
Copley/ Wolff, a 
Boston  urban-land- 
scaping design firm, 
put together a plan to 
widen sidewalks, 
enhance crosswalks 
and add trees, bench- 
es and ornamental 
light fixtures. 

While these 
changes appear to be 
directed mostly at 
pedestrians, they 
actually slow down 
the oncoming traffic, 
by visually reducing 
the driver’s sense of 
the road, says land- 
scape architect Sean 
Sanger. 

“(As) the feeling of 
the street (narrows), 
the driver has a ten- 
dency to slow down,” 
unlike on the wide- 
open roads of a high- 
way where drivers 
often push the speed 
limit, says Sanger. 

“Those are traffic- 
calming elements, 
and they do have 
impacts on speed and 
volume,” says 
Huntress. “They 
bring the scale of the 
roadways down to a 
pedestrian level.” 

Huntress hopes 
that the vehicles will 
slow down so much 
that they will get dis- 
couraged from dri 
ving through Ballard- 
vale 


“If we can slow them down long 
enough, then hopefully it will con 
vince them (to go another way),” he 
says. 

But it will take more than village 
streetscape changes to force com 
muters to change their habits, says 
Planning Director Steve Colyer. 

A temporary ramp onto 1-93 
near Genetics Institute could 
potentially reduce traffic vol- 
ume a_ significant amont, he 
says. 

About a year ago, Genetics 
funded a conceptual study to see 
if the concept was a feasible one. 
The Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration agreed that a ramp was 
possible, and now the town must 
ask Genetics whether it can use 
the study as the basis for a ramp 
application to the state. 

The ramp would function 
until additions on the Route-125 
interchange, designed to allow 
more traffic into I-93, are com- 
pleted, which is a minimum of 
five to eight years down the 
road, says Colyer. 

“The ramps (at the Route-125 
interchange) that are there right 


now don’t have the capacity to han 
dle the traffic, which is why people 
get off at Dascomb Road,” Colyer 
Says. 

If the new ramp was built, Colyer 
thinks it would still be a challenge to 
get commuters to use the ramp, 
rather than their usual cut-throughs, 
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Counting cars — Traffic remains an 
issue in Ballardvale. 
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he adds 

Huntress agrees that the 1-93 ramp would 
ease Ballardvale’s congestion, but he 1s not 
sure whether the ramp will become a reality. 

“We can push as hard as we want to try and 
get things through, but in the end it is Mass. 
Highway’s decision,” he says. 

Ballardvale task force members will pre 
sent the master plan at a_ public meeting 
sometime in January, Huntress says. That 
will be the last meeting where residents can 
contribute their ideas before the plan Is fin 
ished.

Technical School expansion delayed, pro

Students at Greater Lawrence 
Technical High School can stop won- 
dering where their classes will be held 
in January, because Superintendent 
Frank Vacirca announced Wednesday 
that the school’s $51 million expan- 
sion and renovation project will be 
rebid starting early next year. 

School officials had hoped to hire a 
contractor this month and break 
ground on the construction project in 
January, but Vacirca’s announcement 
today said that the lowest bid was 10.4 
percent over the school’s budget, and 
Vacirca is not willing to ask for more 
money for the project. He said that 
rebidding should begin by early to 
mid-spring, with groundbreaking 
thereby delayed until late spring or 
early summer. 

“I think that taxpayers in all four 
communities (that GLTS serves) have 
been supportive, and they’ve been 
generous,” said Vacirca of the $51 mil- 
lion budget approved by the towns of 
Andover, Lawrence, North Andover, 
and Methuen, “and I don’t want to 
impose any more burden on them 
than necessary. They have their own 
building projects.” 

Students had been waiting to hear 
about the location of temporary facili- 
ties in which some classes will be held 
after construction starts.

little later than expected,” he said of 


the temporary student dislocation, 
which is expected to last about four 
years. 

Vacirca said that the vast renova 
tion project, which is supposed to add 
93,000 square feet to the school and 
update its facilities, was born after the 
last accreditation by the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges 
five years ago. “We passed with dis- 
tinction,” asserted Vacirca, “but they 
recommended that we expand.” 

So the following year, a new build- 
ing expansion committee conducted a 
needs assessment on the school based 
on demographics and community 
needs, and put into motion plans to 
redesign the school, he said. It then 
waited two more years for approval 
from both the state, which will reim- 
burse 86 percent of the cost of the pro- 
ject, and the surrounding communi- 
ties, which will cover the other 14 per- 
cent, each community in proportion to 
the number of students it has at the 
school. Only 13 students from Andover 
are currently enrolled at GLTS. 

The school then hired architects 
Drumney, Rosann, and Anderson to 
design the expansion, and it began 
searching for temporary facilities for 
its students. A lease on temporary 
facilities had not yet been signed 
when this latest roadblock appeared. 

Vacirca said that the project is 
being overseen by consultants URS 


O’Brien Kreitzberg, 
who approved — the 
architects’ plans and 
the budget. 

“They said it was 
okay, the plans were 
okay and the price 
was okay,” said Vacir- 
ca. “The bids were too 
high.” 

He said that the 
low bidder of the pro- 
ject was TLT Con- 
struction Corp. of 
Wakefield. 

“It's discouraging, 
but we're not dis- 
heartened,” said 
Vacirca. “I do not 
want to compromise 
the integrity of this 
expansion. The right 
thing to do for the 
community and the 
students is to rebid 
the project. I want that extra gym, | 
want that media center, and | want 
those science labs. Those kids deserve 
that.” 

Vacirca stated that he does not 
want to change the plans for the pro- 
ject, and that he hopes the construc 
tion market changes between now and 
the rebidding. However, he stated in a 
release that it will be necessary for the 
project architects to redesign the pro- 
ject to fit the budget.

Junior and recent NHS inductee 
Daniel Lentz agreed. “It’s not that girls 
are smarter, but their work ethic is 
probably better,” he said. “Maybe they 
mature faster and carry more respon 
sibility to their daily work. I know we 
had a huge history test recently, and | 
stayed after school to ask the teacher 
additional questions; when I showed 
up, there were eight students there, 
ind I was the only boy. In class I don’t 
notice too much difference, but outside 
class girls just seem to work harder.” 


“I think girls stick together in 
groups more,” suggested junior and fel- 
low NHS inductee Julie Marvin. “One 
person doing something would proba- 
bly encourage a friend to do the same 
thing. | know the community service I 
do, I do with all my friends. Also, the 
girls I know that do well in school get a 
lot of parental pressure. In high school, 
| think parents keep a closer watch on 
their daughters than on their sons. | 
think it has nothing to do with intelli- 
gence, more with work ethic.” 

School Superintendent Claudia 
Bach, reflecting on the issue, said, “I 
think the old way of looking at this is 
that you'd expect to see girls excelling 
up to and including high school, but 
then the boys caught up in maturity 
and soared ahead. Looking at the situa- 
tion 10 or 15 years ago, people would 
believe that.” 

Her remarks suggested that stu- 
dents perform up to expectations, and 
she expressed satisfaction with the 
apparent results of Andover’s gender 
equity initiatives in math and science. 

However, Bach also expressed con- 
cern about the disparities in student 
performance, particularly if students 
are getting a message that it’s less 
desirable or less expected for boys to 
try hard in school. 

“If those sort of stereotypes are alive 
and well, then we should look at that,” 
she said. “All stereotypes need to be 
addressed. It should be as important 
for boys to perform academically, it 
should be as high a value, as for girls. 
The gender initiative now is very clear 
in saying it is a gender initiative, not a 
girls’ initiative.” 
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Town's management analyst Johnson-Staub leaving for greener pastures

The man who has served as acting 
town manager when Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski is away will soon be 
going away himself, permanently. 

Management analyst Peter Johnson- 
Staub has quickly gained the respect of 
town officials and a great deal of responsi- 
bility, especially concerning the annual 
budget, during his brief two-and-a-half 
years as a town employee, says Finance 
Director Tony Torrisi. 

“Peter has made in a very short period 
of time an extraordinary contribution to 
the town,” Torrisi says. “He is well- 
respected by staff and elected officials. 
(His position) is called management ana- 
lyst, but he was accomplishing much 
more, and performing leadership roles in 
many cases.” 

But now, just as fiscal year 2002’s bud- 
get comes together, Johnson-Staub is 
moving on. He plans to take a town gov- 
ernment position in Yarmouth, Mass., 
starting in January. While Johnson- 


Staub says he has enjoyed working with 
Andover elected officials and committees, 
his decision stems from his career goals 
and his family plans. 

“Its a combination of 
things,” he says. “(The deci- 
sion) fits with my long-term 
plan, which is to be a town 
manager.” 

Yarmouth, a community of 
22.000, has a comparable form 
of government to Andover, says 
Johnson-Staub. His new posi- 
tion, town administrator assis- 
tant - the town administrator 
being a comparable position to 
Andover’s town manager 
comes with more responsibility 
than his current job and a sig- 
nificant salary increase. Johnson-Staub’s 
pay will jump from $44,000 to $60,000, says 
Robert Lawton, Yarmouth town adminis- 
trator.

Selectmen against train-station garage

Hopping on board the MVRTA’s 
rail station improvement plan is not 
an option for Andover right now, says 
Selectmen Chairman Brian Major. 

Merrimack Valley Regional Trans- 
portation Authority Administrator 
Joe Costanzo asked the selectmen 
Monday night to decide by March 
whether the town will participate in 
MVRTA’s _ proposed __rail-station 
improvements, which include 
Andover, Ballardvale and Lawrence 
stations. 

MVRTA proposes to construct a 
two-level parking deck over the cur- 
rent town yard, located off Pearson 
and Lewis Streets, under which the 
town yard could still operate. 
MVRTA’s other suggestion is to con- 
struct a two-level parking deck on the 
current commuter-lot site. 

The plans include a minor parking 
addition to the Ballardvale station 
and the construction of a major park- 
ing facility in Lawrence. 

But Major says this is not the time 
for Andover to commit to more con- 
struction projects, considering it has 
not yet solved what he considers to be 
the bigger problem - traffic conges- 
tion. 

“We could not even come up with a 
solid plan between now and (March) 
as to what to do with the traffic prob- 
lem, and trying to introduce more 
traffic to (the area) would be a disas- 
ter,” says Major. 

Residents and town officials have 
expressed concern that building more 
. parking. spaces. would only. attract

would be to build the garage with 
town funds, says Costanzo. 

But Major says the town doesn't 
have the money for such additions. 

“Everybody knows we're short on 
capital dollars right now because of 
the big projects we have going,” he 
says, referring to the new schools, the 
new safety center and the sewer pro- 
ject, which will cost a total of nearly 
$70 million. 

Town officials would also need 
extra money to move the town yard if 


more cars to the downtown. 

“I feel very strongly that there is a 
serious traffic problem on Main 
Street,” says Margaret O’Connor of 
Railroad Street. “We can’t afford to 
bring one more car into Andover.” 

“We've got too much traffic in that 
area as it is,” agreed Selectman John 
Hess. 

In addition, Andover residents 
would have to fight for use of the new 
spaces, as cars from neighboring 
towns would likely flock to the new 
garage. The only way. Andover could 
reserve. those . spaces. -for residents

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Town yard move seen as needed 


MVRTA’s plan was to hap- 
pen, Major says. 

Public Works Director 
Jack Petkus said in an earlier 
interview that he didn't like 
the idea of keeping the cur 
rent town yard functioning 
underneath MVRTA’s pro 
posed parking deck. The town 
yard would have to be moved 

and Major says that not 
only can't the town afford to 
move the yard, but it’s been 
unable to find a new location 
for it. 

“Substantial work on the 
town yard is going to be years 
off,” Major says. “I don’t see 
that there is any way to work 


on a parking facility there if 


the state’s not going to come 
to the table to help us fund 
relocation of the facility. If the 
state said they would pay (for 
the move and construction), 
then that puts it in a different 
light. But so far, I haven't 
seen that.” 

Even if state Senator Sue 
Tucker or Rep. Barry Fine- 
gold could secure state aid for 


the project, it would never 
happen before Costanzo’s 
March deadline, Major says. 

Rather than looking at this 
as a missed chance with 
MVRTA, Major views it as the 
right move for Andover. 

“Are we missing out on 
that opportunity, or are we 
trying to plan it out, so that if 
it goes forward it’s done 
appropriately?” he said. 

The Lawrence facility will 
be constructed even if 
Andover is not on board, says 
Costanzo. MVRTA plans to 
send out a Request For Pro- 
posal after the first of the 
year, and construction is ten- 
tatively set for 2002. 


Shuttle solution? 

Another option for 
Andover is to start a shuttle 
service for residents to and 
from the rail station, says 
Costanzo. A shuttle service, 
which MVRTA would help 
design, could encourage peo- 
ple to leave their cars at 
home.

then you need to get people to 
the station some other way 
than by car,” says Costanzo. 

It is also possible that the 
town could acquire a state 
grant to fund the shuttle ser- 
vice, he adds. 

“I think the shuttle service 
is very interesting, and I'd 
like to find out if other people 
would like to (try) that, even 
on a trial basis, and see if it 
would take off any pressure,” 
says Hess. 

It is possible that the new 
Lawrence facility will attract 
a significant number of com- 
muters when it opens in a few 
years, easing Andover’s con- 
gestion, says Costanzo. Use of 
Mishawum station in Woburn 
could also eliminate some of 
Andover’s traffic. But Costan- 
zO says that Andover needs to 
take action on its own behalf, 
whether it means building a 
parking facility or designing a 
shuttle service. 

“Somehow, we need to 
come to a solution here,” he 
says.

completed and occupied prior 
to (the September 2002) date.” 
But things are different at 
the safety-center site, even 
though ground was broken 
there only one week after the 
new schools’ groundbreaking. 
Piantedosi says that two major 
setbacks have put the safety- 


center project at least two 
months behind schedule. 

One of the problems is the 
station’s main utility pole, 


through which several commu- 
nication lines run. The phone 
and cable companies have not 
coordinated a time to move the 
pole and its wires all at once, 
and contractor Mello Construc- 
tion of Taunton, Mass., has had 
to work around the pole, which 
stands in the middle of the site. 

The site itself is more chal- 
lenging than the schools’ site, 
Piantedosi adds, because work- 
ers need to sift through the rub- 
ble and foundations left behind 
by the former Tyer Rubber 
Company that once stood there. 
The school site is also on unoc- 
cupied West Andover land, 
while the safety center is being 
built next to the current down- 
town safety center. 

Piantedosi also commented 
on the number of workers pro- 
vided by Mello. “They have not 
had a lot of people on the site 
doing the work,” he says. 

Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major says he is very con- 
cerned with the lack of progress 
he sees at the safety-center site. 

“I would have expected more 
to be done by now,” he says. “I 


don’t think we 
as a town will 
be really 
patient.” 

Despite that 
Statement, he is prepared to 
give Mello more time to work 
out the glitches. “In the next 
couple of months, if we don't 
see anything substantial, we'll 
have to take a serious look at 
the direction of the project,” 
Major says. 

Because of the contract that 
the town signed with Mello, 
officials have to give the con- 
ractor the benefit of the doubt, 
says Piantedosi. 

“The whole process is dictat- 
ed by law, and there is a con- 
‘act between the town and the 
contractor... that has to be held 
to,” he says. “This project is a 
two-year project, and the con- 
ractor basically has two years 
to complete everything.” 

There is a clause in state law 
that says there is a point where 


a town can draw the line and 
demand the bond back from a 
contractor. 

“Unfortunately, we're not at 
that point,” says Piantedosi 
“That would be a point where 
someone has basically stopped 
work, or refused to do work, 
and is legitimately way behind 
schedule. (Mello) feels that he 
can get back on track and meet 
the schedule, so until we can 
prove that that’s not the case, 
he still has the right to go ahead 
and demonstrate that he can do 
that.” 

Piantedosi insists that the 
town is really pressuring Mello 
to keep up its end of the bargain 
and get back on track. 

“It’s been action all the way 

(we're) not compromising,” 
he says. “I think that we've 
questioned every detail that we 
didn’t feel measured up to our 
specifications, including con- 
cerns about the schedule. We 
have been meeting weekly with

Andover native nominated for 
Pushcart Prize literary award

short story by Andover 
Az Joseph De Quat- 

tro has been nominated 
for The Pushcart Prize, a top 
writing award that has been 
won in previous years by liter- 
ary luminaries Raymond 
Carver, Joyce Carol Oates and 
Andre Dubus. 

For 23 years, this prize 
anthology published by the 
Pushcart Press has honored 
the best fiction, essays, and 
poetry found outside the com- 
mercial mainstream. Short 
stories by Oates and Dubus 
are included in the 1999 edi- 
tion. 

Pushcart Prize nominations 
are taken from thousands of 
publications around the world. 
Nominations are typically 
intriguing and adventurous 
works — and De Quattro’s 
short story fits that bill. 

His entry is entitled Angus 
in Extremis and he described 
it as a first-person story “told 
from a 17-year-old’s perspec- 
tive and he is facing a gender 
problem.” 

“Up until the story, she 
considered herself a male 
(named Angus). There are 


some turns of events and she 
begins to realize that her real 
name is Katherine,” he said. 

“The story focuses on a 
week in her life up until the 
point where she has decided 
to take herself into another 
dimension,” De Quattro, 33, 
said in a telephone interview 
from Manhattan, where he 
has lived for the past 7 years. 

His story was published 
last May in The Oyster Boy 
Review, based in San Francis- 
co, Calif., and the editor sub- 
mitted it for The Pushcart 
Prize. 

About 50 selections will be 
chosen for this year’s edition 
of The Pushcart Prize. De 
Quattro said the winning 
selections will be announced 
later this month. 

De Quattro was the only 
boy and the youngest of seven 
children who grew up in a 
Lincoln Circle home where 
his mother, Susan, and three 
of his sisters, still live. His 
father, Joseph De Quattro, 
lives in Methuen. 

He dabbled in writing fic- 
tion in high school and attend- 
ed Andover schools through 
the ninth grade. Then, he 


went to Central Catholic High | 
School in Lawrence, graduat- | 


ing in 1985. 


He studied business while | 
attending Boston University | 
and the University of Maine, | 


from which he graduated. But 


writing was his passion, and | 


he is currently working on a 
novel. 

“T’m aspiring to be a novel- 
ist and my ultimate goal is to 
get the novel finished, and 
then published, and support 
myself from writing,” he said. 
“To affect and move one read- 
er, or a million readers, that 
would be my biggest reward.” 

In the spring, his short 
story Over in Kew Gardens 
will be published in The 
Washington Review, of Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

De Quattro is currently 
working on his application for 
a master’s of fine arts in the 
creative-writing program at 
the University of Iowa. He is 
hoping to be accepted for Sep- 
tember 2001. A Pushcart Prize 
award would certainly attract 
attention to that application. 

“It’s turning out to be a 
nice thing to be nominated,” 
De Quattro said.
